C. God isnot the author of sin, though you should 
argue, that “ if God had not made map, apd put him 
uader law, he could not have rebelled; thérefore God 
is the author of sin, because it was a soul of his own 
creating which rebelled.” If this kind of reasoning is 
correct, then the man who first invented and brought 
in use ardent spirit, is guilty of all the drunkenness in 
the world, and all which will be, as long as the earth 
lasts. So, likewise, parents are guilty of all the sins, 
which their childrenwwill commit, for if they had not 
been the means of bringing them into existence, they 
could not have sinned in that state of existence. 

I will now ask one pertinent question. How can 
an impure fountain send forth pure streams? Or, how 
could Adam beget a son of a contrary image to hi:m- 
self? That, if a fact, would be a wonderfui mystery 
indeed; and such an.one, I have never yet embraced.

| have been guilty of Adam's misdoings, nor justly be 
| worthy to suffer any deprivation of good on his account, 

| or bear any evil because ‘he was in fault. 

C. Astonishing! You have now shown the whole 
length of your face, and are well worthy to be called a 

|matural man. Your features appear strikingly flush 
| of ignorance. He that walketh in the night stumbleth, 
| because there is no light in him. You must prove

Now, go on, sir, to prove if you can, that 
our first parents became not internally contaminated 
by their sin: if they did, remember, we are invately 
depraved, or we are not the proper children of Adam. 





I can do with great ease, and to a decided certainty ; 
for Adam never lost by his transgression, his intellec- 
tual faculties. Ido not say but they might have be- 
come a little impaired; but where there is mental 
perception, understanding, judgment, reason, &c. 
there can be no total depravity; nay, no more than 
there can be perfect darkness where there is light ; 
for total depravity supposes the want af these powers. 
Man, therefore, having intellectual powers, excludes 
the possibility of his being in possession of inherent, 
or total depravity. Now, these faculties in their im- 
provement, produces reformation, good works, and 
religion. 

C. Weil friend, though your reasoning is very plau- 
sible, it is very deceitful and unhallowed. How great- 
ly improved, and exerted has been the mental facul- 
ties of learned infidels? and how far have they been 
from good works, or from having good hearts? All 
their intellectual powers have been in high improve- 
ment, and what has been their faith? ‘There is no 
Gad, no religion, let us eat and drink for to-morrow

Again. Intellectual faculties constitute no argu- 
ment against total depravity, for the devil unquestiona- 
bly possesses them: he is a fallen being, and so is man.

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THE WHALE. 

By means of the tail, principally, the whale advan- 
ces through the water. . The greatest velocity 1s pro- 
duced by powerful strokes against the water, impress- 
ed alternately upwards and downwards; but a slower 
motion, it.is believed, is erent yootecdt, y cut- 
ting the water laterally and obliquely dowawards in a 
similar manoer, as a boat is forced with a single 
oar, by the operation of sculling. The ‘fins are gen- 
erally stretched out in a horizontal position; their 
chief application seems to be the wets nin en

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mal, as the moment life is extinct, it always falls over 
on its side, or turns upoo its back. They appear also 
to be used in bearing off their young, in turning, and 
giving a direction to the velocity produced by the 
tail. 

Bulky as the whale is, and inactive, or indeed, clum- 
Sy as it appears tv be, one might imagine that ail its 
motions would be sluggish, and its greatest exertions 
productive of no great celerity.. .The fact, however, 
is the reverse. A whale extended motionless at the 
surface of the sea, can sink in the space of five or six 
seconds, or less, beyond the reach of its human ene- 
mies. Its velocity along the surface, or perpendicu- 
larly or obliquely downwards, is the same. 1 have ob- 
served a whale descending, after I had harpooned it, 
to the depth of 4u0 fathoms, with the average velocity 
of seven or eight miles per hour. The usual rate at 
which whales swim, however, even when they are on 
their passage from one situation to another, seldom ex- 
ceeds four miles an hour; and though, when urged by 
the sight of an enemy, or u!armed by the strake of 2 
harpoon, their extreme velocity may be at the rate of 
eight or nine miles an hour; yet we find this speed 
never contmues longer than for afew minutes when 
it relaxes almost to one half. Hence, for the space of 
a few minutes, they are capable of darting through the 
water, with the velocity almost of the fastest ship un- 
der sail, and of ascending ‘with such rapidity as to Jeep 
entirely out of the water. This feat they sometimes | 
perform apparently as an amtusement, to the high ad- 
miration of the distant spectator; but tothe no small 
terror of the inexperienced fishers, who, even under 
such circumstances, are often ordered by the fool-har- 
dy harpooner, to «pull away” to the attack. Some- 
tumes the whales throw themselves into a perpendicu- 
lar Posture, with their heads downwards, and rearing 
their tails on high in the air, beat the water with aw- 
ful violence. In both these cases, the sea is thrown 
into foam, and the air filled with vapors; the noise in 
calm weather, is heard toa great distance; and the 
concentric waves produced by the concussion on the 
water, are communicated abroad to a considerable ex- 
tent. Sometimes the whale shakes its tremendous tail 
in the air, which cracking like a whip, resounds to 
the distance of two or three miles. When it retires 
from the surface, it first Sifts its head, then, plunging 
it under water, elevates its back like the segment of a 
sphere, deliberately rounds -its way towards the ex- 
tremity, throws its tail out of the water, and then dis- 
appears. 

In their usual conduct, whales remain at the surface 
to breathe about two minutes, seldom longer; during 
which time they “ blow” eight or nine times, and then 
descend for an interval usually of five or ten minutes; 
but sometimes, when. feeding, fifteen or twenty. The 
depth to which they commonly descend is not known, 
though from the “ edvy” occasionally observed on the 
water, it is evidently at times culy trifling. But when 
struck, the quantity of line they sometimes take out 
of the boats, ina particular descent, affords a good 
measure of the depth. By this rule, they have been 
known to descend to the depth of an English rile; 
and with such velocity, that instances have occurred, 
in which whales have been drawn up, by the line at- 
tached, from a depth of 708 or 800 fathoms, and have

Some persons are of opinion that whales can 
remain under a field of ic€, or at the bottom of the 
sea, in shallow water, when undisturbed, for many | 
hours at atime. Whales are seldom found sleeping; 
yet, in calin weather among the ice, instances occa- 
sionally occur. The feod of the whale cansists of va- 
rious species of actinie, cliones, sepia, medusa, can- 
cri, and helices; or at least, some of these genera are 
always to be seen wherever any tribe of whalcs is 
found statiofary and feeding. In the dead animals, 
however, in the very few instances in which I have 
been enabled to open their stomachs, squille or shrimps 
were the only substances discovered. In the mouth 
of a whale just killed, L once found a quantity of the 
same kind of insect. When the whale feeds, it swims 
with considerable velocity below the surface of the 
sea, with its jaws widely extended. A stream of wa- 
ter consequently enters its capacions mouth, and a- 
long with it, large quantities of water insects; the 
water escapes again at the sides, but the food is en- 
tangled and sifted as it were by the whalebone, which, 
from its compact arrangement, and the thick internal 
covering of hair, does not allow a particle the size of 


the smallest grain to escape.-—Scoresby’s Account o

THE PAPAL BENEDICTION AT ROME. 
From Clarke's Travels. 

“We hastened to St. Peter's. The concourse was 
amazing. From the castle of Angelo to the facade of 
the church, one might have walked on the roofs of the 
carriages, so closely were they jammed together. 
This amazing procession e¢eméd to move slowly on 

ike one undivided mass. The foot passengers were 
exposed to great danger, here being no separate pave- 
ment as in London appropriated to their use. 

Arriving atthe Major Duomo’s, we found a bril- 
liant assemblage of foreigners, in magnificent dresses, 
mixed with a large party of ourowncountrym2n; who 
were regaling themselves with chocolate, ices, lemon- 
ade, and a profusion of other refreshments. I made my’ 
escape as soon as possible through a window, to the 
roof of the colonade; and climbing one of thosé enor- 
mous statues which ornament the peristyle, placed my- 
self above it, like Anchises of old, on the shoulders of 
Eneas. 

It is impossible to describe the scene which present- 
ed itself before me; and'were it otherwise, imagina- 
tion is incapable ofconcciving so sublime a spectacle. 
The inhabitants of the whole earth seemed assembled 
in one vast multitude; while the murmur of innume- 
rable tongues, in different languages, ascended like 
the rearing of an ocean. Confusion could searcely be 
greater in the plains of Shinar when the descendants 
of Noah fed from the superstructure of their igno- 
rance and folly—As far as the eye could reach, the 
tops of all the houses in Rome were laden with specta- 
-tors. A single square, in the spacious area below was 
preserved free from the multitude, by the whole body 
of the Pope’s military, who formed themselves into 2 
quadrangle. Every other spot was occupied; and so 
closely were the people united that their heads in mo- 
tion resembled the waves of the sea. The variety of

All 
behind was darkness and mystery. The pa enstly 
rches decorated his body; a gorgeons tiaga ghitoned 
on his brow; while enormous plumes were . seenwa-, 
ving on all sides of the throne. As be approached the 
light, with elevated front, and uplifted hands, he call- 
ed aloud on the Almighty. Instantly the bare-headed 
multitude fell prostrate. Thousands, and ten thou- 
sands kncit before bim. The military, with a crash 
grounded their arms;—and every soldier was seen 
with his face to the earth. A voice, which penetrated 
the remotest cornér of the area, then pronounced the 
benediction. Extending his arms, and waving over 
the people, Hie implored a blessing upon all the nations 
of the earth. Immediately the cannons roared—trump- 
ets screatned—music played—all the bells in Rome 
sounded——the guns from St. Angelo poured forth their 
thunder; more distant artillery repeated the signal; 
and the intelligence became conveyed from fortress to 
fortress throughout the remotest provinces of the em-

appeared to his beloved disciple im the barren: iste of 
Patmos, in the softest beams of his majesty, so ferrible 
was the sight, thet he fell at his feet as dead: Ov! 
what must be the powerof his anger! and ** the thua- 
der of his power who can understand ?”

This great and venerable man, now in the 67th seit 
of his age, has at length completed his herculcan tasis, 
the commentary on all the Holy Scriptures. At the 
close of this curious and instrtictive work, the author 
has, among other remarks, the following :-— 


‘*] judge it necessary, now that the work is conclids 
ed, to give my readers a general summary of the whole, 
that they may be'in possession of my mode of ptoceed- 
ing, and be enabled more fully to comprehend the rea+ 
sons why the work has been so long in passing through 
the press. 

‘* My education and habits from early yotith led mé 
to read and study the Bible, not as a text-book, to con« 
firm the articles ofa preconceived creed, but as @ reves 
lation from Gol to man, (of bis will and purposes, in 
reference to the origin and designation of his human 
otfspring,) which it was the duty and interest of all the 
inbabitants of the earth, deeply to study, and earnestly 
to endeavor to undefstand; as it concerned their peacé 
and happiness, and the perfection of their being in ref- 
erence to both worlds. 

‘¢ Conscious that translators ih general must have had 
a particular creed, in reference to which they would 
naturally considerevery text; and this reference, how- 
ever hovestly intended, might lead theth to glosses not 
always ‘rirly deducible from the original words, I sat 
down with a heart as free from bias and sectarian feeb- 
ing as possible, and carefully read over, catiliously 
weighed, and literally translated, every word, Hebrew 
and Chaldee, in the Old Testament. And as I saw that 
it was possible, even while assisted by the best transla- 
tions and best lexicographers, to mistake the import of 
a Hebrew term, and considering that the cognate .4si- 
atic languages would be helps of great importance in 
such an inquiry, [ collated ev verse, where’ I was 
apprehensive of any difliculty, with the Chaldee, Syri- 
ac, Aratic, and Persian, and the JEthiopic, in the Poly« 
glott Translation, as far as the Sacred Writings are ex« 
tant in these languages: and I did this witha constant 
reference to the Various Readings collected by Hou- 
bigans, H. Michaclis, Kennicott, and De Rossi, and ta 
the best editions of the Septuagint and Vulgate, which 
are the earliest translations of the Hebrew Text which 
have reached our times. 

“ Nor have I been satisfied with these collections of 
Various Readings; I have examined and collated sev- 
eral ancient Hebrew MSS. which preceding scholars 
had never seen, with many arcient MSS. of the Vul- 
gate equally unknown to Biblical critics. This work 
required much time and great pains, and necessarily 
occasioned much delay: and po wonder, when I have 
often, on my plan, been obliged to employ as much time 
in visiting many sources, and sailing down their streams 
in order ‘o ascertain a genuine reading, or fix the sense 
of a disputed verse, as would have been sufficient for 
some of my cotemporaries to pass whole sheets of their 
work through the press. Tiad 1 not followed this meth- 
od, which to me appeared absolutely necessary, I shovid 
have completed my work, such as it would have been, 
in Jess than one half of the time. 

* These previous readings, collations, and transla- 
tions, produced an immense number of notes and ob< 
servations ou all parts of the Old Testament: which, 
by the advice and entreaty of several learped and ju- 
dicious friends, I was induced to extend in the fozm<«f 
a perpetual comment on every book in the Bible.— 
This being ultimately revised and completed as far as 
the book of Judges, which formed, in my purpose, the 
boundary of my proceedings on the Hebrew Scrip- 
tures, { was induced to commit it to press. 

“Though my friends in general wished me to go 
forward with the Old Testament; yet, as several of 
them were apprehensive, from the then infirm state of 
my health, that I might not live long enough to finish 
the whole, they advised me strongly to omit for the 
present the Old Testament, and begin with the New. 
This was in conformity with my own feelings on the 
subject; having wished simply to add the four Gos- 
pels and the Acts of the Apostles to the five books of 
Moees, and the buoks of Joshua and Judges; as these 
two parcels of Divine revelation, carefu ly illustrated, 
would give a full view of the origin and final settle- 
ment of the church of the Old Covenant, and thecom- 
mencement and completion of that of the Wew. And 
thus I proceeded. _

At present the British possess a line of sea coast of 
about 250 miles, extending from the River Belize, 
under the ultimate boundary of the Mexican Repub- 
lic, to the River Sarstoon, on the commencement of 
State of Guatimala. 

The soil of Honduras is exceedingly rich; so that 
all vegetable productions common to the West Indian 
Islands, are found at Honduras with superior laxuri- 
ance. Iam happy to say, the Settlement is improving 
every year, and I have nodoubt will continue to doso, 
both in respect to cultivation, and the morals of the peo- 
ple. At the present time there are not less than 16,000 
tons of British shipping employed annually to export 
its produce to Great Britain, and to bring ber com- 
modities in return. The settlers also carrg, 6n'com- 
merce by sea, with the neighboring ports af Omoa, 
Truxillo, and the Gulf of Dolce, and receive in ex- 
change for British goods, indigo, sarsaparella, cochi- 
neal, virgin silver, and specie, which are exported to 
Great Britain; and there is every reason to believe 
that this part of Spanish’ America will become one of 
the most flourishing possessions of Great Britain.

Autumn in England.—September. The country at 
this season of the year, possesses nearly all the verdure 
and beauty ofspring. The grass and evergreens are 
fresher than in midsummer, and the foliage of the trees 
has not yet fallen, or even much faded.

DOMESTIC. 

HMutineers.—On Monday 20th inst. bis Britanic 
Majesty's brig. Chebucto, Capt. Potter, ‘arrived here 
from Halifax, bringing Charles Marchant, alias John 
Duocan White, and Charles Curtis, alias Winslow 
Curtis, alias Sylvester Colson, prisoners, charged with 
the murder, on the high seas in August last, of Ed- 
ward Selfridge, and Thomas Paine Jenkins, master, 
and mate of the brig Fairy, of this port; aad John 
Murray and John Hughes, also a part of the crew, as 
witnesses. They were landed from the brig on Mon- 
day afternoon, delivered into the custody of Col. Har- 


examination. The prisoners were -hand-cufled, and 
proceeded in one carriage, and the witnesses in an- 
other, both accompanied by the Marshal's officers. 

The examination of these prisoners took place on 
Tuesday, at 11 o'clock, in the Court House, before 
the Hon, Judge Davis, Afier being freed from, their 
ivons, ihe charge against them was read, and on being 
asked what they had to say to it, Marchant admitted 
that he had killed the mate, but did it in his own de- 
fence; and Colson made no denial or avowal to the 
charge. The Court, as we understood, did not think 
it uecessary to Cxamine a witness in the case; and on 
Marchant’s expressing a wish, to hear what the wit- 
nesses had {o say on the subject, the Judge remarked, 
that the prisoners were not then on trial, but on ex- 
amination to uscertain if they ought to be held to take 
their trial, of which sufficient evidence appeared, and 
it was proper, therefore, that the evidence should be 
first submitted to the Grand Jury. He then informed 
them, that the Circvit Court would be adjourned to 
Tuesday next week, on which day the Grand Jury 
would be summoned to attend; and should it prefer 
bills of indictment against them, they would have 3 
days to prepare for trial; and further, if they were 
unable to employ counsel in their defence, it would 
be competent for the Court to assign thein counsel, 
should they request it. 

The prisouers were then remanded, and being again 
ironed, were conducted to prison, as were also the 
witnesses. 

If the Grand Jury find a bill against the above pris- 
oners, their trial will probably take place on the 4th 
December ensuing, before the Circuit Court, Judge 
Story presiding. —Centinel.

The captain 
says, “ Phese 24 hours began with the falling away of 
the gale; the wind hauling tothe eastward and round 
to N. W. and increased fast at half an hour past me- 
ridian. We rounded to, not being able to suffer any 
sail on account of the violence of the gale, all furled 
close. At 1, P. M. the gale continued to increase, and 
meeting the sea which run from the S, E. the brig log- 
ged down and lay in a very dangerous situation. A 
consultation was held by the captain and officers for the 
safety of the brig and for the lives of those on board.— 
The cutting away ef the masts was put off toa further 
trial. At4, P. M. the gale had become a perfect hur- 
ricane, knocked the brig down on her beam ends, and 
it became absolutely necessary for the preservation of 
the brig and lives tocut away the mast, as there ap- 
peared to be no chance of her righting without it. The 
weather lanyards of the fore rigging were cut by the 
captain’s orders, the furemast went over the side, and 
with it the main topmast; the brig partly righted, and 
we cleared the wreck.”
